Slr William Cralgie, the famous 
lexicographer' and part Editor of the 
Oxford English Dictionary, sat to-day 
in his hill-top house overlooking Wat- 
lington and told’ of the new 
“Dictionary of American English on 
Historical Principles,” which will be 
the counterpart of the O.E.D.
